ARTIST STATEMENT 

The creative process has always Inspired me to produce an aspect of myself. My obsession with labels Is 
matched only with my desire to establish a coherent internal identity. Because of this, my work is more or less 
an attempt to develop a stylized representation of the chaotic discrepancy between an internal and external 
perception of myself. Creating art satisfies my desire to communicate emotions, while simultaneously 
developing a better understanding of my mental process. Exposing these questions and discoveries In a visual 
format provides an opportunity to learn about human Interaction and connectivity, for myself and those around 
me. I believe that purpose Is Ignorance, but none of the less essential to maintaining a healthy lifestyle, and 
creativity Instills that Ignorance In all aspects of my exslstence. 

The medium of expression I choose has always posed a challenge, as creating an accurate representation of 
myselfseems too daunting fora single medium. Thus, my worktends to include elements of mixed media. I 
have routinely chosen two dimensional platforms for my work, as I enjoy the challenge of creating a three 
dimensional interpretation from two dimensional work. Photography and video serve as a tangible baseline for 
most of my Ideas, but as the project progresses I begin to expand on that platform. Over saturation of colors 
and visually complex structures are aesthetically pleasing for me. The aesthetic of my projects tend to 
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develops before the concept is fully established in my mind. This poses somewhat of a problem when creating 
work, as i struggle to balance the level of aesthetic appeal and conceptualism in a given piece. However, I am 
less concerned with the direct communication of a concept. Rather, I strive to create an environment in which 
the viewer experiences the same physical reaction as I did dunng the process. 

As I make more and more work I find myself becoming interested in the physical environment my work is 
displayed in. Ratherthan simply relying on imagery, I am interested in creating an all-encompassing physical 
experience forthe viewer. My interest in sound has driven me to incorporate time based media in my work, 
such as video and sound installation. Working with sculpture has also stirred an interest in a tactile approach, 
as I am drawn more to books as a method of displaying my work. I am hoping that in my continued progression I 
am able to make the window of psychological and emotional chaos I explore a more clear, vivid, and intense 
experience. 
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
